The children had to stand on the windowsill 
and swing three feet to reach it—and had to 
drop 12 feet from the end of the ladder to 
the ground! 

An Ohio principal once proudly showed me 
the tubular chute escapes in his modern 
school. The chutes had doors at the bot- 
tom (never approved by the underwriters) 
and these doors were kept locked. It took 
20 minutes to locate the janitor—who con- 
fessed that he had lost the keys the year 
before! A surprise drill—not to mention a 
fire—would have been rank slaughter. 

The catalogue of folly is endless. In a 
Delaware school I saw 37 student-teachers 
remain on the top floor through a drill, con- 
tending indignantly that they weren’t under 
the school jurisdiction. In a Pennsylvania 
high school, the print shop, domestic sci- 
ence and mechanical training departments 
were excused from drill because, as I was 
told, “it would interfere with their work.” 
A quite general practice is to leave crippled 
boys and girls sitting in their seats during 
fire drill. 

Such criminal ignorance is nation-wide, 
and it takes its ghastly toll. I saw with my 
own eyes, a school fire in Collinwood, O., in 
which 173 children perished. In Peabody, 
Mass., a volcano of scorching smoke fatally 
engulfed 22 boys and girls. The blackened 
remains of 77 children were raked out of 
the ashes of a Camden (S. C.) schoolhouse. 
Ninety per cent of our schools are still 
shameful] firetraps!

(000 PAD TO MAN 
WHO DISMISSED SUIT 


American Tobacco Co. Also 
Put Up Money to Pay Tax 
of Opponent of Bonus Plan. 


NEW YORK, July 29 (AP).—Pgul 
M. Hahn, a lawyer and vice-presi- 
dent of the American Tobacco Co, 
testified yesterday that $263,000 was 
paid by the corporation in 1933 to 
Richard Reid Rogers when he 
dropped a $10,000,000 stockholders’ 
action against its top officers. 

The company also put in escrow 
$262,601 to pay Rogers’ income tax, 
Hahn testified, in Federal disbar- 
ment proceedings brought against 
himself and a fellow attorney, Louis 
iS. Levy, as an aftermath of the 
‘scandal involving former senior 
United States Circuit Judge Martin 
T. Manton. 

Including these figures, it was 
brought out the tobacco company 
spent nearly $1,000,000 to settle the 
Rogers action. Hahn said $320,000 
was allocated as counsel fees for 
the law firm in which Levy was a 
partner and which represented the 


‘company, and $70,000 to counsel for 


another litigant. 
Attacked Bonus Pian. 


The Rogers action had attacked 
a bonus and stock allotment ‘plan 
under which certain executives of 
the company drew sums greatly in 
excess of their stipulated salaries. 

Hahn and Levy are accused by 
the Government of having improp- 
erly arranged for a $250,000 loan, 
never repaid, to a business associ- 
ate of Manion while the tobacco 
company was appealing before his 
court a lower court verdict returned 
against it in the Rogers action. 

The loan was made in 1932 by 
Albert Lasker, then head of the 
advertising firm wh.ch handled the 
tobacco company account—Lord & 
Thomas. About a month afterward, 
Manton wrote a majority Circuit 
Court opinion reversing the lower 
court and ruling in favor of the 
tobacco company. 

(United States Attorney John T. 
Cahill has stated that neither Las 
ker nor his firm was guilty of 
wrongdoing in the matter) 

Rogers Dropped Matter. 

Then, in 1933, Hahn said. the Su- 
preme Court reversed the Manton 
decision, but Rogers dropped the 
whole matter, co mpany bonuses 
'were reduced and certain persons 
relinquished their interests in the 
stock allotment plan 

Manton now is appealing a two- 
year prison term, assessed on his 
conviction of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice in his own court—spe 
cifically of having accepted indirect 
bribes to influence his rulings on 
ithe bench. The Lasker loan, how- 
ever, did not figure in the indict- 


iment. 


Hahn also testified that during 
an investigation of Manton’s affairs 
last year Lasker “said that I could 
have complete immunity if my rec- 
ollection (of the loan) was the same 
as his, but if not I would be in- 
dicted.”

“If we Americans are to main- 
tain our traditional] ability to play 
an aggressive net game, boys 
must learn while at school how 
to volley, how to smash and how 
to follow their serves to the net.

CAME across a curious piece of 
| lore the other day in the form 

of a quotation from Herodotus. 
He had visited a famous battlefield 
where the Persians had fought with 
the Egyptians. Among the skulls 
scattered around he noticed that 
the skull bones of the Persians were 
very thin. You could throw stones 
through them. But the Egyptian 
skulls were thick and hard. He 
ascribed this difference to the fact 
that the Egyptians exposed their 
bare heads to the sun. They not 
only had no headgear, but even 
shaved the head. The result was 
a thicker and tougher cranium. 

I cannot agree with Herodotus, 
even assuming that he had his facts 
right. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that sunlight has any effect 
on the skull bones directly. It 
would be much easier to explain 
the circumstances by heredity. If 
it were true that there was a dif- 
ference in the thickness of the 
Persian and Egyptian crania, it) 
could have been produced by breed-! 
ing. 

Many of us ascribe powers to the 
sun which it does not possess. The 
effect of sunlight on hair growth is 
practically nothing one way or an- 
other. There is a large school of 
thought that holds to the doctrine 
that baldness is due to wearing 
hats and keeping the scalp from 
being exposed to the sun and air. 
But an equally vigorous school 
maintains that sunlight is bad for) 
the hair. Actual experiments, how-| 


ever, have been made which prove

ASE M-169: Judy, age 5, is our 
Cony daughter, sandwiched be- 

tween our four boys. During a 
cold spell last winter, we drove to 
Indiana to visit some relatives. En 
route back, I was going about 50 
miles an hour. Judy was standing 
in the back of the car, singing 
Sunday school songs to her grand- 
parents. 

Accidentally she unlatched the 
door. The wind immediately caught 
it, swinging it wide and hurling her 
out upon the frozen ground. It 
all happened so suddenly that no- 
body in the back could lift a hand 
to catch her. We could see her 
lying on the snow, for the ground 
was covered by an inch or two of it, 

We didn’t know whether she was 
dead, whether a dozen bones were 
fractured, internal injuries had oc- 
curred, etc. Before we reached 
her, she tried to crawl on her 
hands and knees. Blood was trick- 
ling from the back of her head. 


She was moaning and crying. I 
carried her across the road to a 
neighboring .farmhouse, where I 
gently laid her on a couch, and 
maybe you think I wasn’t grateful 
for my six years of medical train- 
ing! 

While my parents were worried 
about the bleeding from the scalp, 
I was worried regarding skull frac- 
ture and possible internal bleeding. 

It is sound medicine to keep all 
suspected skull fracture cases flat 
on their backs for 36 to 48 hours. 
Why? Well, here is where your 
common sense is helpful. If a 
small vessel in the brain is bleed- 
ing, it will often plug itself by clot- 
ting if the patient is kept quiet. 


Our blood pressure is lowest when) 
we are in bed and sleeping, or at) 


least relaxed. 
And low pressure, of course, facil- 
itates clotting.
